season as being remarkable in its oharartor-

February was not very cold. With the 


exception of a few days it was mild, like its 
predecessor. 


March was cold and boisterous during the 


first part of it; the remainder was mild. A 
>tre»t freshet on the Ohio and Kentucky riv- 
ers caused groat loss of property. 


April began warm, but grew colder as the 


month advanced, and ended with snow aud 
io«<. and a temperature more like winter 
thaii spring. 


Alav was more remarkable for i'rowua 


than smiles. Buds and fruit were frozen, ice 
formed half Hn inch thick, corn killed, and 
the fields again and again replanted until 
deemed too late.

June was the eol.lest ever known in this 


latitude. Frost, ice and snow were com- , 
mon. 
Alntoiit every green 
tiling killed. ' 


Fruit nearly nil destroyed. Snow fell to I 
the depth of ten inches in Vermont, several i 
in Moine, three in tho interior of Xow York, ' 
and also in Massachusetts.
